Congress to Give Attention to 


— — 
Estimated Government Loses 
$160,000,000 Yearly. 
Amendment to Constitution 
Will be Necessary. 
(RXCLOSIVE 
WASHINGTON, Aus. 28.—Con- 
gress will give early attention to 
the question of checking the issu- 
ance of tax-exempt securities.

AMENDMENT NECESSARY. 

It fe agreed that Congress cannot 
get at the root of the tax-exemption 
evil without a constitutional amend- 
ment. Hence it is held that the 
pending revision of tax laws cannot 
meet the issue more directly than 
by attempting to curb the tendency 
toward investment in tax-exempt 
securities by reducing surtaxes on 
large incomes. 

It ie estimated that the Federa! 
government is losing %$160,000.000 
a year in possible revenue because 
of the inability to tax the income 
from certain classes of Securities. 
Approzimately %$15,000,000,000 
securities, not including bonds of the 
Federal government, which are par- 
tially or wholly tax exempt, are now 
exempt from Federal taxation, ac- 
cording to estimates submitted to 
Congressional committees. 

While a constitutional amend- 
ment could not be made retroactive 
On securities already issued, it would 
make it possible for Congress to 

rovide for the taxation of those 

ed by the States, counties and 
municipalities in the future. Be- 
cause of the favorable position of 
tax-exempt securities under present 
conditions of heavy taxation, mem- 
bers of Congress feel it would be 


FROM ALL SOURCES. 


The pending constitutional 
amendment provides that Congress 
shall have power to levy taxes on 
Incomes from whatever source de- 
rived,” “which shall include incomes 
derived from securities created by 
the States and their subsidiary 
ernments issued after the rat 
tion of this article.” 

The tax-exemption features of the 
various Liberty A igsues are con- 
solidated and simplified in the tax 
bill as passed by the House. In view 
of the fact that municipal and other 
securities are free from taxation, it 
ie considered out of the question to 
tax income from government securi- 
tles except on large holdings. 

There has been some agitation in 
Congress for the repeal of tax-ex- 
emption privilege applying to bonds 
issued by the Federal land banks 
and joint-stock land banks of the 


annual report, recommended that 
the exemption privilege be with- 
drawn from bonds of the joint- 
stock jand banks on the ground that 
these are organizations of private 
capital. In view, however, of the 
strong sentiment in Congress for en- 
couraging institutions § furnishing 
credit to agriculture, the time is not 
considered ripe as yet for any ac- 
tion along this line. 
ENCOURAGES HOUSING. 


The House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee, in framing the tax bill, was 
urged to provide exemption on in- 
come from real estate mortgages as 
means of encouraging honsins 
construction. The committee re- 
fused to grant this exemption, but 
Aid provide that the first $500 in 
dividends from building and loan 
associations should be tax free. 

The whole question of tat «remp- 
tion probably will be studied by a 
special commiesion during the com- 
ing year. This commission may be 
created by an amendment to the 
pending tax bill The proposal is 
that the commission Shall be com- 
posed of nine members, oorsisting 
of three Senators, three Represen-. 
tatives and three members repre- 
senting the public.

Was a Most Happy Event

BERLIN, Aug. 16. — It is a happy 
event for us that Germany has once 
| more arrived at a state of peace with 
America,” sald President Ebert of 
the German repubdile tada in an in- 
| terview on the subject of the signing 
of the peace treaty between the two 
nations. 

“Germany and America in peace 
maintained close and important 
economie relations and communica- 
tions which became especially lUve- 
ly through numerous bonds of kin- 
ship and friendship created by the 
large emigration of Germans te 
America. 
“We hope that these vita] eco- 
nomic and personal bonds will again 
resume their former magnitude and 
that they will contribute te the wel- 
fare of both great mations. Whatever 


can be accomplished the German 
government and mysel rsonally to 
attain this object will fulfilled.” 


In his Interview President bert. 
who will go down in fame and story 
in Germany as the first President of 
the republic, came out of a long re- 
tirement and ex unques- 
tlonable confidence in the security of 
the German republic, outlining its 
achievements in the two years since 
the democretic constitution was 
adopted at Weimar, and at the same 
time insisting that the Entente had 
made life very hard for democracy 
in Germany in the same two years. 

President Ebert, although a Ma- 
jority Socialist, regards himself pri- 
marily as the representative of al! 
groupe of the German nation. He has 
elt that his most important task 
is to unite all the democratic ele- 
ments which are ready to co-oper- 
ate in the work of reconstruction 
and the restoration of peace. 

“We accepted the armistice on the 
basis of President Wilson's fourteen 
points, but the peace treaty follow- 
ing the armistice was a great disap- 
pointment to Germans of all classes 
and a blow to democracy,” Presi- 
dent Ebert sald. “Reaction, which 
for a long time was afraid to raise 
ites head, came into the open again, 
taking advantage of all the difficul- 
ties placed in the path of the young 
republic by the peace treaty. 

“The reactionaries are trying to 
make the present democratic system 
and the present democratic govern- 
ment responsible for all of Ger- 
many's difficulties. Nevertheless, at 
the present time, the great majority 
of people, from the workers to the 
middle classes, unquestionably favor 
the republic.”
